towards the oꝛdinarp charge of the Crown, and other Supplies, upon 
emergent occaſions incumbent upon is ſaid Majeſty; moze particularly ko the 
Funeral of King james, Kelief of the Pꝛoteſtants in France, at Rochel, and the Ille 
of Ree, Exhibitions to the Queen of Bohemia and her Childzen, Expeditions into 
Ireland, and ſeveral Digburſements foꝛ Diamonds, and other Jewels of thcCrown, 
&c. All lent and advanced befoze the pear 1640. upon ſeveral Alsignments un- 
der the Great Seal of England, on the four intire Subſidies granted in Parliament; 
The Lozd Wentworth's Collections of the Fines and Compoſitions out of Kecuſants 
Eſtates in the No2thern Counties, the Allom-Farm,and Sugar-Farm, &c: Where- 
upon there remained 148216 l. ſterl. unſatisfped to the Eſtates of Courten and Pyndar 
at the Kings moſt Happy Keſtauration , as bp the Recozds in the Exchequer ap- 
pears : Although the greateſt part of the ſaid Moneps belonged to Ozphans and 

Widows, lent at Intereſt, to the ſaid Sir William Courten, and Sir Paul Pyndar, 


Several Addzeſſes were made to His Majeſty in the pear 1661. by the pꝛin⸗ 
cipal Creditoꝛs, bumblp Pꝛaping, that the ſaid Debt might be ſatisfped, either 
out of the Arrears and Supers in the Keceivers and Colleao2s hands, together 
with the ſmall Kients under xx s. per annum, within the Survep of the Exchequerz 
Oz out of the — Fines and Compoſitions of Papiſts Convic : Oz otherwiſe 
out of the IAmpꝛoved Values of the Firſt Fruits and Tenths of the Dignitaries of 
the Church, and other Spiritual Pꝛomotions extæding 1001. per annum, upon mo- 
derate Surveys as the Law direas. 


Theſe P2opoſals were thought by the Secrerarysof State to be very Juſt and Eaſie fox 
his Majeſiꝝ to pay ſuch a Debt of the Crown, which in Honour and Conſcicnce He 
was ovlig'd to do; Whereto:e efercnces were made thereupon to the Lo2d High 
Treaſurer ; and from him, to the Barons of the Exchequer : And from them, to the 
Audito2s, of rhe Impꝛeſt Kicceivers, and Clerks of the Pipe, to certitn the State of 
the Accompts to tze laid Barous, who made ſeveral Repoꝛts to the Loꝛd Treaſurer, 
with their Opinions concerning the Juſtice of the ſaid Debt; but nothing was 
effeaually done to: Kichick ot the ſaid Creditozs , Who had ſ(pent much Time and 
Woucys m ſolliciting after their Satiskfaaion. | 

Nevertheleſs the ſmall Chauntrep ents, and others, were Sold, to avoid the 
charge of tze Crown in colleaions, and the Papiſts indulged by Friends at Court, 
from Paping any Finez o2 Cotnpoſitions ; And tte Dignitaries of the Church, 
with the reſt of ihe Clergy excuſed trom any ncw Surveps upon the impꝛoved 
values of their Eſtates; upon a pꝛetence of tizerr ſuſſerings; and tgat tic Biſhops had 
been verp inſirumcntal in the Kings Keſtozation, ſo the Oebt ſtill reſts in statu 
quo, only there is a Reference from His majeſtic, dated the 8th of Map 1679. Depending be- 
fore the Lords, Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, upon the Petition of Richard Powel Eſq; and 
Nathaniel Hill Gent. concerning a Grant for ſome ſatisfaction out of the Fines, Forfeitures, 
or Compoſitions of Papiſts convict, on the behalf of themſelves and the reſt of the Creditors. 


Hat in conicmplation of the particular Service of Sir Paul Pyndar, who had 

out of his great zeal and Loyalty towards the preſcrvation of the Royal Family, ſent 

a ſeveral Sums of Money in Gold ro Oxkozd, (by the Hands of Madam Jean 
{Whozewood, yet Living,) in the year 1644- For Tranſporting of His Majeſty, when he 
was Pꝛinte of Wales, and the late Queen Vis Mother, with their Servants and Goods 
to Peeſt in France. His now Majeſip was graciouſippleaſed in the pear 1664. fo 
grant an Allowance of Sir Paul Pyndars pꝛopoztion of Money, advanced with his 
Vartners, upon a contra fo: the Cuſtoms, in the pcar 1640. that was not in⸗ 
wed ; which ſaid allowance by the ſaid Grant, was tobe paid upon an Allign- 
nent and Tallp ſtruck upon the Farm, held by Sir John Wolſtenholme, Sir John 
haw, Sir Nicholas Criſp, and others, Anno 1667. but was poſt-poned, and not paped 
ithis dap of advertiſment, although it doth not extend ta half the value of the 
zold ſent to Oxford ag afoꝛeſaid; his now Majeſty, and others then pꝛeſent,

Hat Sir William Courten , at his own p2oper Coſts and Charges, Diſcove- , 
T red, Planted and ſettled the Alland of Barbadoes , in the beginning of the 
fate Kings fieiqn, without any Aid oz AK&ſtance from the Crown; and be- 
ing in the quiet poſſclſion thereof , foz the ſpace of two pears and upwards, having 
Peopled the ſaid <Jfland with great numbers of Engliſh Men, Women and Child2en, 
beſides lndians there, in ſeveral Plantations,(as by the Caſhiers and Accomptants of 
Sir William Courten pet living ap ears, James late Earl of Carliſle , under the 
nꝛetence of a Patent creating him Lozd Pꝛopzieto; of the Caribbee Jflands, entred 

upon the ſaid Adand of Barbadoes bp fozte of Arms, and diſpoſſeſſcd the ſaid Sir |

illiam Courten, and his Heirs of their legal Kight and Pꝛopriety, in an Arbi⸗ 
trary and Tprannical way; cauſing Sir William Iufton, and the Principal Agents 
and Fadozs of Sir William Courten, ſome to be Shot to Death, and others Ba⸗ 
niſhed, contrarp to the Laws of God and Nations. 


That in all revolutions of time and Government, the , Executors, Ad- 
miniſto2s, and Creditozs of Sir William Courten and his Son, continuallp Clap- 
med and appcaled fo2 Juſtice and reſtitution in this Gzand Caſe of Violence and 
Oppꝛeſſion ſome Perſons indeavouring fo2 quieting the poſſeſſions, to annex 

the ſaid Alland to the Crown of England; by Ad of Parliament, and others to 
transfer the Legal Intreſt of Sir William Courten , to ſome Fozreign Pzince o2 | 
State, in the time of the late Rebellion. 

That upon the Kings Hieſtauration to his Crown and Kingdoms, ſeveral Debates 

ariſing, between the Lozd Willoughby of Parham, (clapming a Lcaſe under Carliſle;the 
p2etended Loꝛd P2op2ietoz,) and the Planters that by intruſion had ſettled them⸗ 
felves upon the ſatd Jlland, William Courten Eſq; the Gzandchikd , and Heir of Sir 
William Courten, together with Divers of the —— Creditozs of his Father 
and Gzand-Father , Humbly addzeſſed themſelves to the Ring, by Petition ; 
Pꝛaping that His Majeſty would be graciouſp pleaſed, to interpoſe by his Pꝛe⸗ 
rogative Ktopal, fo2 their P2oteaion and Kelicf. Soon after His Majeſty deckared 
in Council, that he would not aſſume anp benefit to himſelf out of the P2ofits of the 
ſaid J\fland, antil ſuch ſatisfaction ſhould be made to the Perſons Legallp Inte⸗ | 
reſſed, as ſhall conſiſt with Equity, and good Conſcience. Notwithſtanding 
the Four and half per Cent, granted bp the general Aſſembly of Intrudoꝛs, (out of 
all Merchandizes expozted,) to the Lozd P2opzieto2 afozeſaid, in lieu of the old 
Servile Kients upon every head, was offered to be reſigned to the Ring; which 
afterwards was done to His Majeſty as Tod P2op:icto2; pet to this day, no 
Keſtitution o2 Keparation hath been made, either by the King, o2 the Planters, | 
to the Yeirs, oꝛ Executo2s, of Sir William Courten, fo2 the Night and P2opertp in 
the Spopl; oz the Oziginal Coſts and Damages, of the firſt Diſcovering , F02- 
tifping and Planting the ſaid Alland; but the ſaid Dutp is let out to Farm to 
John Stroud Eſq; and others fo2 6000 l. per annum, which is applped to other uſes, that 
naturally belongs to the Yeirs and Credito2s of Sir William Courten.

in the Eaſt-India's, a particular Agreement was made in a Treaty of Common 
Alliance tetween thc Hing of Great Brittain, and the States General in the pear 1662, 
That intire ſatisfaction and reparation ſhould be made in an amicable wap, fo2 the 
two Ships named the Bona-Eſperanza , and Henry Bona-Adventura, with their La- 
dings, w2ougtullp Scizcd, and converted to the uſe of the ſaid Eaſt India Compa- 
ny; which was Earneſtly Solicited at the Hague, and Amſterdam, two pears to- 
gether, after the ſaid Treaty; by Ozders from the Ring and Council to Sir George 
Downing, his Majeſtics Envop Extraozdinarp, who controverted all the Points 1 
and anſwered all the Obzcatons concerning the ſame, in Conferences with 
the Deputies of the States General, and Mr. PeterVandam,the Advocate of the Eaſt-India 
Company; Net nothing could take Effect anp further then an offer of 200000 Gilacgs, 
fo2 all the ſaid Spopls and Depzedations. 
That upon further application to his Majeſty, the Debt and Damages fa2 th 
ſaid Sponls and Depzedations, were ſtated and aſcertained upon His Majeſtie; 
Command, by the Judge of theAdmiralty; Whereupon an cſpecial G2ant., b 
Letters Patents , paſſed the _ Seal of England, the 19th. of May 1665. to Si 
Edmond Turnor Lint, aud George Carew Eſq; their Executo:s, Ydminiſtrato2s, ax 
Atigns, on the behalf of all Perſons intereſſed, to Hep2ize and Kecover 
ſaid Debt ſo Liquidated, amounting ta the ſum of 151612 l. With all Coſts a

> whatſoever afterwards to be made between the King, and the States 

ENEral. 

The Pꝛopzietozs and Creditozs being numerous, and holding themſelves to be 
ſecured by the common Law of England, by Virtue of the ſaid Gꝛant, paſſing of 
common Night; wherein thep were veſted with an Intereſt, coupled with an Au- 
tho:itp, to recover the ſaid Debt, as the Law direns. Whereupon a third part 
thereof was Xlligned to John Brown Gent. and John Graham Eſq; in the Month of May 
1666. under the ſame Conditions and Limitations, contained in the oziginal G2ant, 

| Inrolled in Chancery, with power to recover the ſame, fo2 the benefit of themſelves, 
and divers other Creditozs , mentioned in a ſchedule thereunto annexed, who 
delivered up their Bonds accozdinglp. 

Thereupon ſeveral ſmall Frigats were ſet fozth in the pear 1666. to Kepzile their 
pꝛopoꝛtionable ſhare of the ſaid Debt and Damages; but it being in time of War, 
ſeveral common Clapmers appeared, ſo moſt part of the Ships and Goodstaken 5 
were diſcharged by the Court of Admiralty, upon account of Flemings, Hamburgers 

Sec. And thereſt would not ſatisfie the Incident Coſts and Expences. Wherefore 
E thep deſiſted until a moze ſeaſonable oppo2tunitp in time of Peace. 


Then it happned in the Month of June x 667. that a Treatp of Peace and Common 
| Alliance was concluded at Breda, between the King and the States General; wherein 
it was mentioned, that all Letters of Marque and Kepzizals, ought to be compze- 
hended, and made void, 


That inthe year 1672. upon new Differences between the King and the States Gene- 
ral, the ſaid Treatp at Breda was bp Nis Majeſtie Declared Null and Void; The Pꝛo⸗ 
pꝛietoꝛs and Creditoꝛs then applped themſelves to the King and Council, in this 
fingular Caſe of theſaid Ships, fo2 further redreſs, (being the only matter Liqui- 
dated and Cſtabliſhed, under the Gzeat Seal ok England,) Whereupon His Majeſty 
alſo declared, that he would inſiſt upon intire Satisfaction and Keparation ; and 
| gave Inſtrudions to his Embaſſado2s and Plenipotentiaries acco2dingly, reci- 

ting the Debt ſtated, and the Letters Patents atozeſaid; Afirming alſo, that in 
this caſe he would take care to Pꝛotea his Subjeas in their juſt Rights, as well 
as to alliſt them in the recovery thereof,

Hat in the year 1673. A Peace and Common Allpance was concluded at London, 
between the King and the States General, upon an agreement made( amongſt other 
things that 800000 Patracoons, ſhould be paped to his Majeſty, at four equal 
payments, in four pears; Leaving the Debt and Damages of the Bona-Eſperanza,and 
Henry Bona Adventura, ſtill open at large, without any mention thereof, in the ſaid 
Treatp ( ſince violated bp the Hollanders, ) The Miniſters of State, fozgetting the 
onour and Intereſt of the King and Kingdom , Confirmed the Treaty at Breda, 
(lately declared abſolutely void) that was attended with the Diſhonourable circumſt- 
ſtances of Chatham, where the Kiugs Ships were Burnt, (during that Treatp ) 

by an ungrateful People, that live upon the Spoyles of all Nations. 

Then the P2op2ieto2s and Creditozs concerned in the Loſs and Damages of 
the ſaid Ships; cauſed new Addzeſſes to be made at the Hague, Amſterdam , and 
Whice-Hall, with Pꝛoteſts, that if ſome conſiderable part of the Pattacoons were 

not papd tothe P2o02icto2s and Credito2s towards their ſatisfaction, 1 be 
neceſſitated ſuddenly to put the ſaid Letters Patents in Execution fo2 Hiep213als, 
acco2ding to the Laws and Statutes of England. 
Net neverthcleſs the firſt fourth part of the ſaid Pattacoons, were p2eſently A ſigned 
to Alderman Eackwel fo2 other Services, and the thzee remaining parts to the 
2ince of Orange, (vet unſatisfied by the States) upon pꝛetente ot old Debts due 
to his Father and Gꝛand⸗Father, from the late King of England; and no part of 
the ſaid Pattacoons fo2 the Pꝛopꝛietoꝛs and Credito2s, concern dinthe Bona-Eſperanza, 
and Bona-Adventura,that had uſhered in ſo manp Millions of Pounds Sterling, foz Dis 
Majeſties ſervice, and the good koꝛtune of the ſaid Pzince ot Orange, bn the Benent 
and Advantage of all the Engliſh Bloud and Treaſure ſpent in reſto2ing him to the 
Honours, Pꝛonts, and Offices of his Anceſto2s, as Statholder, &c.

Hat inthe Month of September 1676. The States of Holland were ſo pzeſumprious 
T upon the requeſt of Jacob Pergens of Amſterdam, (a free Denizen of England,) to 
ſend their Expzeſs Oꝛder, in an Arbitrary wap, to the o2zdinary Courts 

of Juſtice in Amſterdam, and the Supꝛeme Court of Juditcture at the Hague, where 
ſeveral Actions were depending, and ready fo2 Sentences againſt the ſaid Jacob

rergers , and the Heirs, and Erceutozs of Peter Boudaen ; to ſtop the courſe of 
Law and Eguitp, ( againſt all Sence and Keaſon „) upon Civil Contrads , 
Obligations, Bills of Exchange, and Merchants Accompts , fo2 Goods and 
Monies truſicd into their Hands bp Sir Wilham Courten, Sir Paul Pyndar, and 
William Courten @ſg; to the value ot 134000 |. Sterling. Pzohibiting the Judges 
of the ſaid reſpective Courts, from all further pꝛoteedings at Law, 02 to give any 
Judgement in the ſaid Cauſes , upon pzetenec that all particular and Perſonal 
aatons whatſoever , were diſcharged and releaſed bp the Treatpes concluded at 
Breda, and at London, between the King and the States General. 


The Perſons intereſted and opp2eſſed bp ſuch apparent bꝛeaches of the Laws, of 
Common Amity and Allpance ; Firſt, appealed trom the ſaid Arbitrarp Order, 
to the States General; who anſwered, that they could not intermeddle therein, the States 
of Holland being Soveraigns in their own Pzovince. 

Jn the Month of July 1677. the Pꝛopzietozs and Creditozs appealed bp their 
Petition to the King and Council, fog relief againſt the States of Holland, by ficpꝛi⸗ 
zals, if Juſtice could not be obtained, by His Majeſties Letters of Kecommen- 
dation to the ſaid States; Foz which Letters they Humbly Pꝛayed,; Whereupon 
two Oꝛders of Council were made the 24 of July, that the Complainants ould 


be heard on the roth. of October 1677, But to this dap no Hearing, oꝛ other Kelief 


whatſoever, could be obtained. 

About the Month of April 1680. The Creditoꝛs under Mr. Brownes Alignment, 
upon the account of the Bona Eſperanza; ꝓꝛepared to fit out thꝛee Ships under the 
Command of Captain Compton Gwyther , and others, to put the ſaid Letters of Ke- 
2 245 in Execution. Whereupon Several Ozders from the Council Table, and 
alſo from the Loꝛds of the Admiraltp, iſſued foꝛth in an Arbitrarp and Exrtrajudicial 
wap fozceablp to obſtrud their due Pꝛoceedings, calling none of the per⸗ 
ſons concerned, judiciallp betoze them, bp Scire Facias, o2 any other legal P2oceſs, 
to anſwer foꝛ themſelves, oz toſhew cauſe whp they ought not to have the benefit of 
the Law, o2 a compenſation in lieu thereof. Whercfoze to pꝛevent a failer of Ju- 
ſtice, and to vindicate the ſaid Cauſe from being made a P2eſident of dangerous conſe- 
queiiceto the Nights, Liberties and P2operties of the Subjeas of England: The 
ſaid Captain Gwyther, Commander of the Ship named the George toua-Adventura, 
being ready fitted and entred in the Admiraltp, pꝛoceeded upon his intended Vop⸗ 
age, others purpoſing to follow him, as Wind and Weather ſhall ſerve, to bring 
home the Effects of the Bona Eſperanza, under the Pzotecionof the Laws, towards the 
Niclicf of many hundzed Families intereſſed therein, that want their Bead, which is 
caten by Strangers and others, that live upon the Spopls and Nuines of ſo many 
Oꝛphans and Widows,that cries aloud to the Heavens foz Juſtice and Keſtitution,
